Parlours may 
get moratorium 


City reviewed 
report on 
body-rub

The city is once again looking to 
put illicit massage parlours on 
hold with another moratorium, 
while some in the community 
want Edmonton out of the busi¬ 
ness altogether. 

Councillors reviewed the 
long-awaited report from a task 
force looking into the city’s 
body-rub parlours that recom¬ 
mended lower licensing fees to 
prevent workers from moving 
into the underground sex trade. 

The proposed moratorium 
follows one the city brought 
in last year and council will 
still have to approve it when 


a bylaw comes back to them. 

McCauley resident Kylee Nix¬ 
on urged councillors to get out 
of the business of licensing al¬ 
together. 

“You can not support both 
sides of the prostitution equa¬ 
tion,” she said. “The city of 
Edmonton is itself acting as a 
pimp by benefiting from the 
sales and licensing of sex.” 

She also suggested that if 
the city requires licenses for 
body-rub parlour employees, 
it should demand the same 
of clients. 

Mayor Don Iveson rejected 
any notion the city was bene¬ 
fiting from licensing the estab¬ 
lishments and said it was the 
best that could be done in a 
bad situation. 

He said the city’s registration 
process allows pohce and bylaw 
officers to connect with sex 
trade workers and offer ways 
out of prostitution, while also 
ensuring the parlours are as 
safe as they can be.

Iveson said if he could pass 
a bylaw to immediately end 
sexual exploitation he would, 
but in the meantime the task 
force was recommending a good 
course of action. 

“We are stuck with the situa¬ 
tion we are stuck with, so 1 real¬ 
ly am grateful for the members 
of the taskforce for working 
through all of that.” 

Coun. Scott McKeen, who 
sat on the task force, said the 
group did not have a lot of com¬ 
fortable conversations, but the 
work was unavoidable.

A random cigarette butt tossed 
into a garbage pail of diapers 
is being blamed for a massive 
fire Friday at a north Edmon¬ 
ton condo complex. 

The blaze, which is expected 
to cost more than $16.3 mil¬ 
lion in building and property 
damage, is the second major 


Edmonton fire in less than a 
year caused by smoking materi¬ 
al carelessly thrown out, said 
Edmonton fire chief Ken Block. 

“This could have been 
worse,” said Block on Mon¬ 
day. “Thankfully there was no 
significant injury or death and 
for that we can be grateful.” 

Fire crews spent three hours 
trying to get the three-alarm 
fire under control after receiv¬ 
ing the call just before 5 p.m. 

Two firefighters were in¬ 
jured in the blaze, but were 
treated for minor injuries on 
scene. 

One citizen was also taken 
to hospital for minor injuries. 

Block said over the last 
five years, firefighters have 
responded to 55 major fires 
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There was no 
malice, no intent 
here. This was an 
act of ignorance, 
of unawareness. 

Fire chief Ken Block 

in large residential buildings 
caused by poorly discarded 
smoking material. 

“That is significant,” he 
said. “We need to work on this 
awareness and figure this out, 
because it’s only the grace of 
God that we we’re not standing 
here lamenting the loss of life.” 
Friday’s fire started on a resi¬ 


dence balcony, quickly spread 
to the building’s ceiling and 
was difficult for crews to fight, 
said Block. 

With 106 suites in the com¬ 
plex, Block said Fire Rescue 
Services was unsure how many 
people were displaced because 
of the fire and the site has been 
turned over to the building’s 
property manager KDM Man¬ 
agement to oversee the repairs. 

On Monday, residents had a 
chance to go into their build¬ 
ing to collect belongings, while 
construction crews began to 
demolish the condo’s dam¬ 
aged roof 

While authorities are aware 
of who was responsible for the 
lone cigarette. Block said the 
fire wasn’t started on purpose. 



WILDFIRE HAZARD 

Fire ban 
imposed 
across 
Alberta 

The Alberta government has im¬ 
posed a provincewide fire ban 
because of hot and diy weather 
conditions. 

Wildfire hazards are listed as 
high to extreme across most of 
the province. The province says 
it’s the first full ban since 2011, 
when fire destroyed about one- 
third of the town of Slave Lake. 

There are 29 fires burning in 
the province, including an out-of 
control blaze near Wabasca that 
has forced about 2,000 people 
from their homes. 

Cyndi Taron with the Munici¬ 
pal District of Opportunity says a 
state of emergency is in place for 
the area, about 330 kilometres 
north of Edmonton. 

She says about 1,000 residents 
of Wabasca and another 1,000 
people from Bigstone Cree Na¬ 
tion have checked into recep¬ 
tion centres in Calling Lake and 
Athabasca. 

“1 would appeal to the pub- 
hc to respect the fire ban (and) 
give some serious consideration 
to the impact your actions can 
have on others,” Edmonton Fire 
Chief Ken Block said. “It’s tinder- 
diy out there.” the Canadian press/

Facebook unveils Amber Alert posts

sing child after Facebook an¬ 
nounced Monday the site will 
help disseminate Amber Alerts. 

Kevin Chan, Facebook’s head 
of public policy, said individ¬ 
ual users are already spreading 
the alerts on their own, which 


is part of why they wanted to 
do it now. 

“We’re always looking at our 
users to see the way they’re 
already using Facebook and 
see how we can help,” he said. 

Chan said while the current 
alert system is great they be¬ 
lieve Facebook will help bring 
these urgent messages to an 
even broader reach. 

“We have 20 million Can¬ 
adians on our service. That 
is about three-quarters of the 


people who are connected to 
the Internet,” he said. “This is 
a way to have a veiy immedi¬ 
ate impact to send these public 
service messages.” 

Chan said under the new 
arrangement, Facebook will 
be in contact with police agen¬ 
cies soon after Amber Alerts 
are issued and will be able to 
quickly spread the information. 

He said they would make 
sure the alerts appear only to 
people in the area where po¬ 


lice are searching. 

Alberta Justice runs the Al¬ 
berta’s Amber Alert system 
and spokesperson Dan Laville 
said they welcomed Facebook’s 
move. 

“Amber Alerts are a proven 
and valuable tool to help find 
an abducted child or an adult 
with a medical or physical dis¬ 
ability. Leveraging social media 
to reach more people is a great 
way to extend the reach of 
Amber Alerts,” he said.

Political analysts say Alberta Pre¬ 
mier Rachel Notley’s first cabinet 
may be small but it will have to 
manage big expectations. 

“They’ve got a lot of work to 
do identifying priorities,” said 
Duane Bratt, a political scientist 
with Mount Royal University in 
Calgaiy, said Monday 

“There are a lot of people who 
are expecting this magic wand 
in social services, in health, in 
education, just to happen—and 
we still have a $7-bilhon hole in 
the budget.” 

Notley and her 11-member 
cabinet were sworn in Sunday 
on the steps of the legislature, 
dethroning a Progressive Con¬ 
servative dynasty that had run 
the province for almost 44 years. 

Notley has promised to deliver 
reform on major issues, includ¬ 
ing a drastic hike to minimum 
wage, a review of oil royalties, 
money for thousands of new 
students and a balanced budget 
by 2018-19. 

The cabinet includes the four 
NDP incumbents from the last 
legislature session plus eight 
newcomers. 

Former premier Jim Prentice, 
by comparison, was one of 17 
cabinet ministers plus three as¬ 
sociate ministers. 

Some of Notley’s cabinet team 
have dual portfolios, some with 
more responsibilities on top of 
that. 

Pohtical analyst Bob Murray 
said that runs the risk of bottle¬ 
necks and poor outcomes. 

“With such a lean cabinet, 
what is going to be the decision¬ 
making process and what is the 
apparatus that the new govern¬ 
ment has put in place to ensure 
that decisions are streamlined 
and being made in an effective 
and timely manner?” asked Mur¬ 
ray.

Being heralded as a “warrior 
cat,” one tiny kitten has earned

“Nothing has held him back.” 

It’s still unclear if Heniy will 
be able to keep his front leg — it 
was severely dislocated — but 
that hasn’t slowed down the 
young fefine. Decked out in two

casts, the animal earned an on¬ 
hne following after staff posted 
pictures and videos of him hob¬ 
bling around EHS headquarters 
on social media. 

“I think (he’s) captured 
people’s imagination,” 
O’Connor added. “They want 


to root for him.” 

An online campaign to help 
cover some of Heniy’s vet bills 
garnered more than $5,500 since 
it was started eight days ago. 

O’Connor said along with 
covering Henry’s treatment, 
the funds will go to the shelter’s 
sick and injured animal fund. 

As for Henry hitting the 
adoption floor, O’Connor said 
it might be awhile thanks, per¬ 
haps, to celebrity vanity. “He has 
to gain some more weight. He’s 
been a picky eater. We’ve tried 
eight different foods,” she said 
with a laugh.

Edmonton’s Metro line is close, 
but Mayor Don Iveson says 
he is not ready to make any 
announcements on an open¬ 
ing date. 

The city has been testing 
trains on the LRT line to NAIT 
for several weeks now. Iveson 
said everything is going well, 
but after the many hurdles the 
line has seen he’s remaining 
‘cautiously optimistic.’ 

“I’m not about to announce 
a date until I am 100 per cent 
sure that is the date,” he said. 


The line was originally 
scheduled to open last April, 
but the opening has been re¬ 
peatedly pushed back because 
of problems with the signaling 
system. 

Iveson said it could open 
by the end of this month, but 
emphasized there is still work 
to do. 

“There is a chance of it be¬ 
ing by the end of May, but I 
am not going to set a date or 
get anyone‘s hopes up.”

“It was impossible not to 
breathe in dandelion seeds, so 
it brought it to top of mind,” 
he said. 

Like most Canadian cities. 


Edmonton doesn’t currently 
spray for the weed and An¬ 
derson said that has allowed 
them to get out of hand. 

“Our no-pesticide program 
across our country has allowed 
probably the most efficient 
travel device, that of a dan¬ 
delion seed, to populate our 
green spaces,” he said. 

Linda Cochrane, the city’s 
manager of community ser¬ 
vices, sees the problem, but 
she doesn’t know if she can 
offer a solution. 

“1 think everybody can see 
how bad it is at this time of 
year,” she said. 

She said the city mows 
green spaces once every seven 
to 10 days, but to go beyond 
that would be hard to justify. 

“We would have to cut on 
a cycle that would be un¬ 
reasonable and we would be 
responding not so much to 
the grass, but the dandelions 
themselves.”

Poison-laced meat 
blamed for dog death

A little boy is heartbroken and 
pet owners in Red Deer are be¬ 
ing urged to exercise caution 
after it’s believed two dogs 
were fed poison-laced chicken 
by an unknown culprit Friday. 

Meghan Elgert said she let 
her dogs into the backyard 
of her Kentwood-area home 
around noon before heading 
out to run some errands. When 
she returned 90 minutes later, 
she found four-year-old Mal- 
tese-Yorkie Phineus “flopping 
around like a fish.” 

She rushed the dog to her 
family vet and then onto 
Cedarwood Veterinary Hos¬ 
pital. 

“He was really hot and he 
was having seizures,” she said. 

The vets immediately be¬ 
came suspicious that the tiny 
dog had gotten into something 
and sent Elgert home to inves¬ 
tigate. When she got there, 
she found her Labrador-Shep¬ 
herd cross Eva foaming at the 
mouth. 

“She couldn’t walk straight,” 
she said. “Her back end was

dragging. I’m like, ‘Oh God, 
you, too?”’ 

Elgert rushed Eva to Cedar- 
wood as well. She then scoured 
the backyard for clues but 
came up empty. 

The vets pumping Phineus’s 
stomach, however, found it 
was full of raw chicken that’s 
believed to have been laced 
with the chemical strychnine. 

Dr. Dagmar Schouten, a vet¬ 
erinarian with Cedarwood, said 
the chemical is commonly used 
to kill gophers, but even a tiny 
amount can cause a great deal 
of harm to dogs, especially 
smaller ones. 

Phineus died Saturday mor¬ 
ning. 

Elgert said her son, nine- 
year-old Maddox, is devastated. 


“Saturday night, he couldn’t 
sleep,” she said. “When he 
finally did, he screamed for 
Phineus in his sleep. He cried 
pretty much all day Saturday. 
He said, ‘That’s my best friend; 
who can 1 talk to now? Who 
can I get into trouble with 
and who will be there when 
I’m sad to make me happy?”’ 

Red Deer RCMP confirmed 
a report of two dogs being 
poisoned but didn’t speak to 
possible suspects. 

Schouten said there’s little 
doubt that the chicken was 
placed in Elgert’s backyard 
intentionally. 

She said it was the only poi¬ 
soning case in Red Deer that 
she was aware of in recent 
times, but pet owners should 
be routinely checking their 
yards for suspicious items. 

Elgert said Eva is expected 
to survive but is “lost” without 
her canine companion. 

She’s struggling to under¬ 
stand why someone would 
poison her dogs, especially 
given that the pair had been 
with her at her mom’s house 
in recent days and, when they 
are home, she always makes 
sure to usher them inside if 
they start barking. 
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139 graves 
unearthed 


HUMAN TRAFFICKING 

Malaysian PM 
vows to find 
smugglers 

A cluster of abandoned jungle 
camps used by human traffickers 
contained 139 suspected graves, 
as well as barbed-wire pens hkely 
used to cage migrants, Malaysian 
authorities said Monday. 

The find sheds light on a 
regional trade that preyed on 
some of Southeast Asia’s most 
desperate people. 

National pohce chief Khahd 
Abu Bakar said forensics experts 
were exhuming the suspected 
graves found at 28 vacated camps 
in the hilly jungle on the border 
with Thailand where traffick¬ 
ing syndicates were known to 
operate. 

“It is a veiy sad scene,” Khahd 
said in the town of Wang Kel- 
ian, several kilometres from the 
camps, one of which appeared 
large enough to hold about 300 
people. “1 am shocked. We never 
expected this kind of cruelty.” 

At one forest camp, police 
placed several parts of a decom¬ 
posed body into white bags and 
brought them to Wang Kehan. 

District pohce chief Riani Is¬ 
mail said they would be exam¬ 
ined by forensics experts. Pohce 
said they would begin digging 
up other suspected graves — 
mounds of earth, covered with 


leaves and marked by sticks — 
on Tuesday. 

Malaysian Prime Minister 
Najib Razak, in Tokyo on an 
official visit, vowed to find the 
perpetrators. 

“1 am deeply concerned with 
graves found on Malaysian soil 
purportedly connected to people 
smugghng. We will find those 
responsible,” he said on Twit¬ 
ter Monday. 

The finding in the northern 
Malaysian state of Perhs fohows 
a similar discovery earher this 
month by pohce in Thailand 
who unearthed dozens of bod¬ 
ies from shallow graves on the 
Thai side of the border. 

Thai pohce Maj. Gen. Puthi- 
chart Ekkachan said 36 bodies 
had been found there in seven 
abandoned camps. 

Most of those who have fahen 
victim to the trafficking net¬ 
works are members of Myan¬ 
mar’s persecuted Rohingya Mus¬ 
lim minority or impoverished 
migrants from Bangladesh, part 
of a wave of people who have 
fled their homelands to reach 
countries hke Malaysia in a bid 
to escape persecution and to find

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Students filling requests 

for access to information imitators

WORKER SHORTAGE 

Departments 
reportedly 
struggling 
with backlog 

The federal government is 
using students and temp work¬ 
ers to bolster overwhelmed 
access to information offices, 
Torstar has learned. 

Departments struggling to 
deal with “surges” in the num¬ 
ber of access to information 
requests are bringing in out¬ 
side help to deal with the re¬ 
sulting backlog, internal Treas- 
uiy Board documents show. 

The situation is the result of 
a “critical shortage” of access 
to information (ATIP) analysts, 
according to one ATIP director, 
leading to “hundreds of casual 
workers that move from ATIP 
(office) to ATIP office.” 

“On the note of (the) critical 
shortage of ATIP analysts, most 
ATIP offices cannot staff their 


vacant positions, which only 
exacerbates the influx situa¬ 
tion,” wrote Monique McCul¬ 
loch, the access to information 
director at Shared Services Can¬ 
ada. “The community needs to 
come together to administer a 
huge recruitment and develop¬ 
ment process ... to rebuild the 
permanent capacity within 
the federal ATIP community.”

Aboriginal Affairs and Northern 
Develop Canada — has been 
farming out access to infor¬ 
mation duties to students on 
work terms. 

An official with that depart¬ 
ment confirmed to the Star 
that they still use students for 
access to information work, 
but directed other questions 


to Aboriginal Affairs’ public 
relations department. 

The Star requested an inter¬ 
view with Treasury Board offi¬ 


cials for this story. In response, 
the department sent a prepared 
statement that said employing 
students in ATIP offices was 


above board. 

“Analyzing requests and re¬ 
viewing information to be re¬ 
leased requires training and 
experience; however it is pos¬ 
sible that a student or tempor¬ 
ary worker could obtain those 
qualifications,” spokesperson 
Lisa Murphy said in an email. 

“Public service managers 
make final decisions about what 
information is to be released.” 

Treasury Board has long 
sought a strategy for dealing 
with so-called surges in access 
to information requests. When 
major events occur — such as 
the Oct. 22 shooting on Parlia¬ 
ment Hill, or the Lac-Megantic 
disaster — departments can be 
inundated with access requests. 

Charlie Angus, the New 
Democrats’ ethics critic, ac¬ 
cused the Conservative govern¬ 
ment of not putting sufficient 
resources in the access to in¬ 
formation regime. 

“That is a ridiculous situa¬ 
tion,” Angus said in an inter¬ 
view on Monday.

Is your spaghetti dinner really 
Italian?

Canada buys an estimated 
$3.6 billion of “fake” Italian 
foods every year, says Bova. 
“Italian cheeses have more 
look-alikes than Elvis Presley,” 
says the commission’s website, 
italianmade. com. 

The commission advises 
looking for “Made in Italy” on 
the label, the region it’s from, 
or a DOP (Protected Designa¬ 
tion of Origin) logo or IGP (Indi¬ 
cation of Geographical Protec¬ 
tion) certification.

Wildfire forces 2^000 people from their homes in Alberta 


A wildfire has forced about 
2,000 people firom their homes 
in northern Alberta. 

Gyndi Taron, director of emer¬ 
gency management with the Mu¬ 
nicipal District of Opportunity, 
said a state of emergency was 
put in place Sunday night for 
the area, 330 kilometres north 
of Edmonton. 

About 1,000 residents of the 
hamlet of Wabasca and another 
1,000 people firom the surround- 
iug Bigstone Cree Nation checked 
into reception centres in Call¬ 
ing Lake and Athabasca, she 
said. Others were staying with 


friends or had gone elsewhere 
with campers and tents. 

Mounties were going door-to- 
door in the communities and 
talked with some people who 
didn’t want to leave, she added. 

“It’s mandatory, but the 
RCMP do not have the author¬ 
ity to start dragging people out 
of their homes at this point,” 
Taron said Monday. 

The out-of-control blaze first 
prompted an order to leave on 
Saturday, but residents were al¬ 
lowed to return that evening 
after it was contained. 

They were forced out again 


Sunday afternoon when wind 
pushed the flames past a fire¬ 
guard. 

“It just goes to show you how 
warm and dry it is out there,” 
said wildfire information officer 
Geoffiey Driscoll. He said the fire, 
about two square kilometres or 
the size of 100 Canadian football 
fields, was one of 29 fires burn¬ 
ing in the province on Monday. 

Another blaze near Cold Lake 
caused Cenovus Energy and Can¬ 
adian Natural Resources Ltd. to 
pull about 2,000 workers and 
shut down their oilsands oper¬ 
ations Saturday. 


The closures have resulted in 
lost production of about 233,000 
barrels of oil a day — roughly 
a 10 per cent loss of the prov¬ 
ince’s daily production of oil- 
sands crude. 

The government issued a 
province-wide fire ban Monday 
because of hot and dry weather 
conditions. Wildfire hazards were 
listed as high to extreme across 
most of the province. 

The government said it’s the 
first full ban since 2011, when 
fire destroyed about one-third 
of the town of Slave Lake.

REFERENDUM 

Should Britain 
remain in EU? 

Britain’s prime minister on 
Monday outlined who will 
be allowed to vote in a ref¬ 
erendum on whether Britain 
should remain in the Euro¬ 
pean Union, opting to exclude 
most voters from the other 27 
EU nations living in the U.K. 

Prime Minister David Cam¬ 
eron announced the param¬ 
eters ahead of introducing 
legislation Thursday in Parlia¬ 
ment to organize the ballot. 
No date has been set for it yet 
but Cameron is committed 
to holding the referendum 
by 2017. 

His plans include a tour of 
European capitals to press his 
case that the EU needs to be 
reformed, hoping that the 
upcoming vote in Britain will 
convince those on the contin¬ 
ent that Britain is determined 
to enact change. 


Cameron plans to travel to 
Denmark, the Netherlands, 
France, Poland and Germany 
this week as part of his efforts 
to talk with all of the lead¬ 
ers of the EU member states 
before the European Council 
late next month. 

Under the referendum 
measure, the vote will be

open to those allowed to vote 
in British elections rather 
than rules used for European 
Parliament or local elections. 

Cameron said U.K.-resi¬ 
dent citizens of four other 
EU members — Ireland, Com¬ 
monwealth members Cyprus 
and Malta, and the U.K.’s own 
territory of Gibraltar — will 
be eligible to vote, while cit¬ 


izens from 24 other EU na¬ 
tions will not. 

This means more than half 
of eligible voters among the 
2.8 million non-British EU 
citizens living in the United 
Kingdom will be denied a bal¬ 
lot in the referendum. 

Uniquely, Cameron plans 
to permit eligible voters in 
Gibraltar, the British territory 
on the Mediterranean Sea, to 
take part. That decision could 
aid the pro-EU side, because 
Gibraltar’s 30,000 residents 
broadly see EU membership as 
essential to thwarting Spain’s 
ambitions of claiming the 
6.8-square-kilometre territory. 

The chief minister of 
Gibraltar, Fabian Picardo, 
praised Cameron for being 
“true to his word” on giv¬ 
ing the territory’s residents 
a chance to vote. 

“As a British part of the 
EU, our voice will be heard 
as part of the franchise for 
this seminal exercise in dem¬ 
ocracy,” he said.

Rhino treated after 
horns hacked off 


Poachers in South Africa had 
darted the rhino with a tranquil¬ 
lizer and hacked off her horns 
while she was sedated, leaving 
the animal with a horrific wound 
covering much of her face. A 
couple of days later, staff on a 
wildlife reserve found the griev¬ 
ously injured rhino — alive. 

Last week, veterinarians oper¬ 
ated on the four-year-old female, 
a rare survivor of increasing at¬ 
tacks by poachers who killed 
more than 1,200 rhinos last year 
in South Africa — home to most 
of the world’s rhinos. 

They removed maggots and 
dead tissue, applied dressing and 
fastened a fibreglass cast with 


steel screws. The wound meas¬ 
ures 50 by 28 centimetres, the 
biggest of 10 similar cases that 
the team has treated in the last 
three years. 

“If we can save Hope and she 
can go back and produce more 
offspring, then in her lifetime she 
would have contributed to the 
survival of the species,” said Dr. 
Gerhard Steenkamp, a veterinar¬ 
ian from the University of Pre 
toria. He is a member of Saving 
the Survivors, a South African 
group that treats rhinos who 
have suffered gunshot wounds, 
facial gouges and other injuries 
inflicted by poachers.

Former Israeli PM 
sentenced to prison 

Former Israeli Prime Minister 
Ehud Olmert was sentenced 
Monday to eight months 
in prison for unlawfully ac¬ 
cepting money from a U.S. 
supporter, capping the dra¬ 
matic downfall of a man 
who only years earlier led 
the country and hoped to 
bring about a historic peace 
agreement with the Pales¬ 
tinians. 

Olmert was convicted in 
March in a retrial in Jerusa¬ 
lem District Court. The sen¬ 
tencing comes in addition to 
a six-year prison sentence he 
received last year in a separ¬ 
ate bribery conviction, en¬ 
suring the end of the former 
premier's political career. 

Olmert's lawyer, Eyal Ro- 
zovsky, said Olmert's legal 
team was "very disappoint¬ 
ed" by the ruling and would 
appeal to Israel's Supreme 
Court. They were granted 
a 45-day stay, meaning the 
former Israeli leader will 
avoid incarceration for now. 

Olmert also was given a 
suspended sentence of an 
additional eight months and 
fined $25,000. 

A slew of character wit¬ 
nesses had vouched for Ol¬ 
mert, including former Brit¬ 
ish prime minister Tony Blair.

Cheap oil may split 
housing market 


Lower crude prices are ex¬ 
pected to help contribute 
to a split in the Canadian 
housing market that will see 
oil-producing provinces slow 
but others gain ground, Can¬ 
ada Mortgage and Housing 
Corp. said Monday. 

The federal agency predicted 
the overall pace of housing 
starts will slow slightly this 
year and next, but that there 
would be regional differences. 

“A slowdown in housing 
starts and resale transactions 
in oil-producing provinces 
such as Alberta will be part¬ 
ly offset by increased hous¬ 
ing market activity in other 
provinces, such as Ontario and 
British Columbia, which bene¬ 
fit from the positive impacts 
of declining energy prices, 
a lower Canadian dollar and 
continued low mortgage rates,” 
CMHC chief economist Bob 
Dugan said in a statement. 

CMHC’s second-quarter fore¬ 


cast calls for between 166,540 
and 188,580 housing starts this 
year and between 162,840 and 
190,930 in 2016. 

That compared with a first- 
quarter outlook for hous¬ 
ing starts to range between 
154,000 and 201,000 units 
in 2015 and from 148,000 to 
203,000 units the following 
year. 

Regionally, Alberta is ex¬ 
pected to see a 13.8 per cent 
drop in housing starts, while 
Saskatchewan is forecast to 
slip 21.3 per cent this year. 
Offsetting the decreases, On¬ 
tario is expected to gain 4.3 
per cent. 

Alberta is expected to be the 
big percentage loser with a 
drop in resales of 19.2 per cent 
this year, while Saskatchewan 
is expected to lose 9.8 per cent. 

Ontario resales are forecast 
to gain 1.8 per cent, while B.C. 
is expected to add 6.5 per cent.

Travellers faeed 
short wait times 
on first day 
of program 

Air Canada began its promised 
crackdown on oversized cany¬ 
on baggage on Monday, begin¬ 
ning with passengers checking 
in for flights in Toronto in a pro¬ 
gram it plans to expand across 
the country in about two weeks. 

Passengers leaving on ear¬ 
ly flights from Pearson Inter¬ 
national Airport faced short 
lineups to get carry-on bags 
checked for size and weight. 

Those whose carry-on items 
met the criteria received a red 
tag, which the airline says 
helps reduce wait times at se¬ 
curity. Those with articles that 
exceeded the guidelines faced 
being stopped at security and 
sent back to check-in where 
“standard fees will apply.” 

Renee Smith-Valade, Air Can¬ 
ada vice-president for customer 
experience, said extra staff were 
on hand at both check-in and 
security checkpoints and pas¬ 
sengers moved quickly through 
the delay. 

“Most European, internation¬ 
al and U.S. carriers already have 
a system like this ... so we’re 
just coming into line with what 
most other airlines are already 
doing,” she said in an interview. 

The airline declined to say 
how many customers were 
turned back for having over¬ 
sized carry-on luggage, but said 
wait times were five minutes 


or less and by Monday after¬ 
noon not a single customer had 
missed a flight due to the new 
process. 

As the busy summer travel 
season is set to begin, Smith-Va- 
lade said the goal is to efficiently 
board planes so flights can leave 
on time. The airline says surveys 
have shown that on-time depar¬ 
tures are the biggest driver of 
customer satisfaction. 

Air Canada plans to begin 
checking and tagging cariy-on 
bags at most other Canadian 
airports around June 8. 

Airlines around the world 
have seen the number of carry- 


on bags rise as they implement 
checked baggage fees. 

Air Canada began charging a 
$25 checked-bag fee last fall on 
its lowest-class domestic flights 
and on flights to and from the 
Caribbean and Mexico. Air Can¬ 
ada has charged for a traveller’s 
first checked bag on U.S.-Canada 
transborder routes since 2011. 
The fee applies to about 20 per 
cent of passengers. 

Transport Canada rules aUow 
passengers to cariy on two un¬ 
checked items. Those travelling 
with an infant on their lap can 
cany on an additional standard 
article, the Canadian press

Air Canada specifies that a 
personal item can include a

Pipeline a threat to waterways: Report 


A new report says a pipeline that 
would carry one miffion barrels 
of oil daily from Alberta to the 
East Coast would threaten the 
drinking water of more than 60 
per cent of Manitoba residents.

The pipehne transporting oil 
from Alberta and Saskatchewan 
to refineries and port terminals 


on the East Coast would partly 
run underneath an aqueduct 
carrying Winnipeg’s drinking 
water from Shoal Lake near the 
Ontario boundaiy. 

“Small, continuous, undetect¬ 
ed leaks will occur and seep 
unseen into the ground caus¬ 


ing ground and surface water 
contamination,” said Dennis 
LeNeveu, a retired biophysicist 
and author of the report.

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Low-income bus passes 
promote a kind culture

The city’s recent decision to 
introduce low-income transit 
passes had me thinking. The 
move has attracted a lot of 
outciy about how we subsid¬ 
ize different modes of trans¬ 
port. 1 heard that it’s unfair 
the middle class is so good 
at pinching pennies, but the 
poor get another break. Or, 
why don’t we subsidize roads 
instead of pubhc transit? (Um, 
we do subsidize roads). 

Meanwhile, all 1 could think 
about was: Who hasn’t been 
on a bus and seen the bus 
driver let someone on without 
paying? Who hasn’t seen a bus 
driver go well out of his or her 
way to ensure that vulnerable 
riders are safe? 

In short, low-income transit 


passes make it easier for bus 
drivers to do their jobs. When 
low-income and new Can¬ 
adians can get on the bus with 
a pass, it takes the pressure 
off the drivers to make a judg¬ 
ment call about letting the 
passenger ride for free. 

Conversely, it means the 
marginahzed don’t end up 
with tickets that they can’t 
pay. Or, if you want to be real¬ 
ly doomsday about it, think 
about Barry Raymond Stewart, 
the 59-year-old who was mur¬ 
dered in the Remand Centre 
in 2011 by a fellow inmate. He 
opted for spending three days 
in jail in heu of paying a $110 
transit fine. Subsidized transit 
passes are institutionafizing a 
culture of benevolence at the 
Edmonton Transit System. 

Today, Peter Midgley is 
the author of books such as 
Counting Teeth and is an 
editor at University of Alberta 
Press. In 1999, however, he 


was a young father coming 
from South Africa to study 
at the University of Alberta. 
Upon arriving here, his family 
— including his six- and 
13-year-old daughters — were 
immediately taken under the 
wing of the local bus driver. 

“He would let us get on 
the bus without paying, and 
do the same thing with my 
kids. If he was at the end of 
his run, he’d drive us around 
the neighbourhood and show 
us where to go,” remembers 
Midgley. 

“You don’t forget that kind 
of kindness and involvement 
from strangers when you’re 
new to a place,” he says. 

Midgley befriended the bus 
driver and the driver’s son, 
who was also a driver with 
ETS. The son, says Midgley, 
used to let a single mother 
with three kids on the bus 
with colour photocopies of 
bus tickets. He knew they

were forgeries. And he made 
sure to have fmit on board, so 
he could give the kids a snack 
for their ride. 

Once Midgley was settled 
in Canada, he started buying 
extra bus tickets so his driver 
could give them to the next 
person unable to pay. 

“These guys do unbefiev- 
able stuff and we don’t notice 
it,” he says.

There's now one more 
reason to avoid Victoria's 
tourist-swarmed downtown 
core this summer. 

Volunteers in 1940s-style 
British "bobby" uniforms — 
complete with egg-shaped 
hats — will be walking the 
beat "armed only with a 
smile, interesting historical 
facts and crime prevention 
information," according to 
police. It's an effort to make 
out-of-towners feel even 
more like they've escaped 
to a west-coast Pleasant- 
ville. 

And it's another reason to 
hate on tourists. 

You know, the camera- 
toting (don't you have a 
smartphone?!), meanderers 
clad in comfortable shoes, 
clogging the seawall in 
Vancouver and the streets 
of Kensington Market in 
Toronto. Also known, to 
one friend, as "THE WORST 
SIDEWALK WALKERS!" 

They don't know where 
they're going, or how to get 
there. They turn our cities 
into marketing fluff and our 
streets into parking lots for 
tour buses. 

But in our annoyance, we 
forget: We are tourists, too. 

Canadians are the 
seventh-largest spenders 
on travel in the world, to the 
tune of $37 billion in 2014. 

The golden rule of a good 
trip is good people. That 
could be a travel buddy or 
a hostel crew, but it's also 
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often the locals. In Lisbon, 
Portugal, my sister and I 
made friends out of people 
who showed us the hidden 
bars and late-night hang¬ 
outs, the beaches a short 
drive out of town, the best 
places to catch the sunset. 

That's the hipster way to 
travel these days — getting 
the "local" experience. But 
we forget it relies on locals 
treating us, the tourists, like 
the potentially interesting 
humans we are. 

I try to be kind to tour¬ 
ists, sometimes. I'll offer 
directions or tips on what 
to see and eat. But I've 
never looked at a tourist as 
a potential friend. And I've 
never been the source of 
someone's amazing story of 
travel to Canada. 

There is another reason 
to stop hating tourists: They 
brought in $17.3 billion in 
2014. You've heard this be¬ 
fore, but many people's live¬ 
lihoods depend on them. 

Yes, it is irritating to see 
my hometown become even 
more of a caricature of im¬ 
agined Englishness. I didn't 
think Victoria could grovel 
any harder at the feet of its 
British roots. It can. 

But whatever I think of 
the volunteer bobby idea, 
it's time to shed the haughty 
gaze at the wayward tourist. 
There's no point having a 
superiority complex if you 
don't help make your city a 
nice place to be.

New study shows 
that stiletto-related 
injuries have doubled 
over the last decade 


Injuries related to high-heeled shoes doubled be¬ 
tween 2002 and 2012, according to a new study 
from the University of Alabama at Birmingham 
in the U.S. 

And they’re not just talking about blisters. 
The most common injuries were sprains and 
strains to the foot and ankle. 

In fact, the damages were severe 
enough that upon publication of the 
study in the Journal of Foot and Ankle 
Injuries, the research team took the 
occasion to warn the pubhc about ap¬ 
propriate footwear selection and aware¬ 
ness of one’s surroundings. 

“Although high-heeled shoes might be styl¬ 
ish, from a health standpoint, it would be 
worthwhile for those interested in wearing 
high-heeled shoes to understand the risks 
and the potential harm that precar¬ 
ious activities in high-heeled shoes 
can cause,” says lead 
author Gerald Mc- 
Gwin, Ph.D., vice 
chair and profes¬ 
sor of the Depart¬ 
ment of Epidemiol¬ 
ogy in the UAB School of 
Pubhc Health. 



Working with data from the Gonsumer Product Safety 
Gommission’s National Electronic Injury Surveillance 
System, McGwin and his team counted 123,355 high- 
heel-related injuries that occurred during the decade 
they surveyed. 

The most eventful year was 2011 with more than 
19,000 accidents. 

The 20s are the most vulnerable years for high-heel-re- 
lated injuries, followed by the 30s, according to the study. 

Over 80 per cent of the injuries were to the ankle or 
foot, with less than 20 per cent pertaining to the knee, 
trunk, shoulder or head and neck, according to the study. 


Q FASHION PAINS 

Long- term damage possible 

Walking in high heels has been shown to significantly 
reduce ankle muscle movement, which could restrict 
range of motion in the foot over time, according to 
the study. 

Previous studies have established that high heels 
are often the culprit behind musculoskeletal issues 
and lower extremity discomfort, according to 
McGwin. Previous research shows women's feet begin 
to hurt after one hour and six minutes of wearing high 
heels. McGwin recommends that those who don high 
heels be aware of how often they do so and for how 
long. "We also noted that nearly half the injuries 
occurred in the home, which really supports the idea 
of wearing the right footwear for the right occasion 
and setting," says McGwin. 

His research suggests high-heeled shoes have been 
in fashion for nearly 300 years.

It’s fine to wave or exchange 
a word or two with someone 
you pass on the street, but as 
soon as your friend embarked 


on a longer conversation with 
the new guy, he should have 
paused to introduce you to him, 
and him to you. 

This is basic good manners 
— on the street, in restaurants, 


at parties. There’s a whole raft 
of rules and regulations about 
formal introductions, mostly 
about introducing royalty and 
the elderly before peasants and 
children (which you can find and 


study online if you want). 

But the only rule that matters 
is this: Don’t let anyone stand 
around feeling excluded from a 
conversation — including your¬ 
self If no one else is going to 


make introductions, you should. 

Think about it. You were stand¬ 
ing there feeling uncomfortable, 
but maybe the new guy was also 
feeling a bit weird — especially 
if you haff-smiled like an idiot, 
then whipped out your phone 
and pointedly ignored him, then 
stood there glaring at him with 
irritation. (Rule of thumb: It’s 
never good manners to be pas¬ 
sive-aggressive.) 

It’s much better to avoid this 
by introducing yourself right 
at the start — “Hi, I’m Mikala!” 
— and put eveiyone at ease. It 
doesn’t mean you have to horn 
in on the conversation. You can 
stand by politely while they chat, 
but the door is now open for com¬ 
munication between aU parties. 

This approach will also be 
much nicer for your iB-mannered 
friend.

Want to get more exercise.^ 
Then get a new playlist

Personalized music playlists 
with tempo-pace S3mchroniza- 
tion turned a group of cardiac 
rehab patients into devoted 
fitness enthusiasts, increasing 
adherence to exercise pro¬ 
grams by 70 per cent, accord¬ 
ing to a new study. 

It’s your favourite music on 
playlists that have been sonic- 
ally modified by audio experts 
who embed extra rhythmic 
beats, enhancing the listening 
and exercise experience in an 
effect that’s called rhythmic 
auditory stimulation (RAS). 
The study has implications for 
patients whose long-term sur¬ 
vival could depend on getting 
exercise, but they could per¬ 
tain to just about everyone. 

“The music tempo-pace S3m- 
chronization helps cue the

person to take their next step 
or stride and helps regulate, 
maintain and reinforce their 
prescribed exercise pace,” says 
Dr. David Alter, senior scien¬ 
tist for Toronto Rehab at Uni¬ 
versity Health Network and 
Institute for Clinical Evalua¬ 
tive Sciences. 

Those who received play¬ 
lists with ordinary tempo- 
pace synchronization did 
an average of 105.4 minutes 
more exercise than those who 
exercised without music, yet 
those whose playlists had 


been tweaked for rhythmic 
auditory stimulation (RAS) 
exercised for at least 261.1 
minutes more than both the 
other groups. 

Crunching the numbers, 
the researchers whose study 
was published in Sports Medi¬ 
cine concluded that this cor¬ 
responds to a 70 per cent in¬ 
crease in weekly exercise.

May we Speak 
frankly? Some 
things are best 
left unsaid 

Elizabeth May’s rambling re¬ 
marks at the recent parlia¬ 
mentary press gallery dinner 
thrust the Green party leader 
into the spotlight for all the 
wrong reasons. 

May apologized for her re¬ 
marks, which included profan¬ 
ity and insulting the Conserva¬ 
tive cabinet over its treatment 
of Omar Khadr, a former Guan¬ 
tanamo Bay prisoner recently 
set free on bail after nearly 13 
years behind bars. 

Before stepping to the mike 
at a convocation ceremony, 
retirement bash, anniversary 
dinner wedding reception, or 
national office meeting, pub¬ 
lic speaking experts suggest 
keeping a few tips in mind 
for mastering the big moment 
— and avoiding controversy. 

Know your audience 

Given that your audience in 
any public speech could range 
in age and background, it’s 
best not to go “out of bounds,” 
said Beverly Beuermann-King, 
a stress and resiliency spe¬ 
cialist and certified speaking 
professional based in Little 
Britain, Ont. 

“If you can’t say it in front 
of ah of those groups with¬ 
out kind of embarrassing or 


frightening or shocking them, 
then it’s not an appropriate 
story,” said Beuermann-King, 
past president of the Toron¬ 
to chapter of the Canadian 
Association of Professional 
Speakers. 

“What you say when you’re 
with your buddies is not the 
same as what you can say 
in front of everybody else.” 

Be prepared—and malie sure 
to stick to the plan 

Write and rehearse your re¬ 
marks and stick to them, said 
Jim Kokocki, president-elect 
of Toastmasters International. 

“Sometimes, people in audi¬ 
ences aren’t veiy demonstra¬ 
tive,” he said from Saint fohn, 
N.B. 

“So, while you write what 
you might feel is a brilliant 
script, you might not get 
laughs from the audience. 
That doesn’t mean they’re 
not enjoying it. 

“I’ve personally had situ¬ 
ations where people didn’t 
(seem to) respond to my hu¬ 
mour, but afterwards, people 
came up and said: ‘That was 
funny, I enjoyed it very 
much.’” 

Kokocki said he doesn’t 
think it’s ever a good idea to 
push the envelope in public 
remarks. 

“I suppose if you’re in a 
small group with people you’re 
absolutely sure you know well, 
you might choose to do that. 
But these days, everything 
is public and could quick-

Tell a story 

Beuermann-King said the de¬ 
sire to be perfect and impress 
everyone is often a source of 
stress prior to giving a speech. 

“They put a lot of pressure 
(on themselves) when in real¬ 
ity, people just want to hear 
a few stories about that per¬ 
son — appropriate stories — 
and just know that you wish 
them well.” 

She suggested sharing a 
brief, descriptive anecdote 
that helps guests feel connect¬ 
ed to the tale. 

“If it was a fanny situation, 
describe it with the kind of 
detail that made it funny,” 
she said. 

“It could have been what he 
was wearing, or that he fell off 
his chair, or he went to say this 
and said that. The way that you 
described those things is going 
to bring the humour to reality 
for the audience.... Just telling 
them that it was really funny is 
not going to be really funny.” 

Keep it brief 

“Figure out what those key 
stories are, making them 
about a minute or so apiece, 
give or take,” said Beuermann- 
King. 

“it really should be a three- 
to five-minute speech at most.” 

Kokocki suggested checking

Ragweed to go on a rampage 


Itchy eyes, sneezing and 
wheezing are likely to spread 
in Europe in coming decades 
as a notorious allergy-causing 
North American weed goes on 
the rampage, scientists said 
on Monday. 

Introduced to Europe in the 
late 19th century, common 
ragweed (Ambrosia artemisii- 
folia) is a plant with reddish 
stalks whose tassel flowers are 
massive producers of pollen. 

Today, the plant is firm¬ 


ly established in northern 
Italy and southeastern France, 
and is spreading elsewhere in 
niche habitats such as farm¬ 
land, roadside verges and rail¬ 
way embankments. 

Looking at present trends, 
northern continental Europe 
and southern Britain will be 
badly exposed to the invad¬ 
er, according to the new re¬ 
search. 

Scientists in France, Britain 
and Austria built a computer 


model factoring in ragweed’s 
seed dispersal and pollen pro¬ 
duction, prevailing winds in 
Europe and likely scenarios 
for global warming. 

“Glimate change and rag¬ 
weed seed dispersal in cur¬ 
rent and future suitable areas 
will increase airborne pollen 
concentrations, which may 
consequently heighten the 
incidence and prevalence of 
ragweed allergy,” the paper 
said. 


By 2050, airborne concen¬ 
tration of ragweed pollen 
will on average be four times 
greater than current levels, 
the scientists found. 

North-central Europe, 
northern France and southern 
Britain, where pollen loads 
from ragweed are negligible 
at the moment, will see sub¬ 
stantial increases, and con¬ 
centrations will increase in 
many areas that are already 
ragweed-affected, afp

Getting back to nature, experi¬ 
encing the great outdoors, and 
enjoying a wealth of health 
benefits? It’s all available to 
us in Canada — and it can be 
as easy as putting one foot in 
front of the other. 

All it takes is taking that 
first step. 

“Hiking is the most natural 
form of exercise there is,” said 


David Wasserman, the co-chair 
of the Alberta Hiking Associa¬ 
tion. “It’s rewarding for both 
the body and the spirit.” 

You’re never too old to start 
hiking, Wasserman said, adding 
that it’s an ideal way for fam¬ 
ilies to spend time together. 
And by starting the kids young, 
you can foster a life-long love 
for the outdoors. 

“There’s a good time to start 
— go with your parents as soon 
as you’re able to walk,” he said, 
adding that it’s also never too 


late. Wasserman pointed to 
Don Forest, a man who started 
hiking in his 40s, and became 
the first person to reach the 
peak of all 56 of the 11,000-foot 
peaks in the Canadian Rockies 
by age 59. 

“One of the great attractions 
of hiking is the simplicity of 
the action,” he said. “As far as 
equipment goes, all you need 
to do is dress for weather and 
have a good pair of walking 
shoes or boots.” 

For those who are interested 


in a greater challenge, Wasser¬ 
man said there are activities 
like backpacking and scram¬ 
bling that may be of interest. 
Hiking is usually a day trip on 
a beaten path. 

Backpacking, which is not 
to be confused with the Euro- 
pean-style travelling version, in¬ 
volves overnight camping and 
off-trail activities. Scrambling is 
all off-trail and is almost always 
performed with the objective 
of reaching a high peak. 

The Alberta Hiking Associa¬ 


tion represents a number of 
organizations throughout the 
province and advocates both 
provincially and federally for 
the rights of hikers. But the of¬ 
ficial numbers are only a frac¬ 
tion of the people who enjoy 
this experience, he added. 

“The latest numbers show 
that well over half the popula¬ 
tion in this province say they 
enjoy hiking,” Wasserman said. 
“We like to think we represent 
the 1.3 million estimated hik¬ 
ers in this province.”

But despite the involvement, 
the future of hiking may not 
be so smooth. “Government 
budgets keep getting cut and 
trail needs are often the first to 
go,” he explained. “Trails can be 
maintained just by people using 
them, but with no regular main¬ 
tenance they can get overgrown 
and hard to find.” 

And while you can just get 
up and walk, Wasserman said 
it may help to seek out a hiking 
organization. “When you meet 
experienced people and hike 
with them, you’ll pick up skills 
along the way.”

After a slow start to the play¬ 
offs, the high-scoring team 
captain helped the speedy 
Lightning push the New York 
Rangers to the brink of elim¬ 
ination from the Eastern Con¬ 
ference final. 

Game 6 is Tuesday night at 
Amahe Arena.

“You kind of have to real¬ 
ize where you are and kind of 
use that as a little bit of mo¬ 
tivation,” Stamkos said. “The 
harsh reality is, some guys in 
this room may never get the 
chance to get this far again. 
Hopefully everybody does, but

Stamkos knows first-hand. 
He and defenceman Victor 
Hedman are the only players 
remaining from the Tampa 
Bay team that came within 
one victory of playing in the 
Cup final in 2011.

and didn’t win another playoff 
game until this year. 

The two-time Maurice Ri¬ 
chard Trophy winner was a 
young, rising star on that team.
